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A  HISTORY  OF  THE 

ISAAC  AND  CATHARINE  (WITWER)  WEAVER  FAMILY 


«««  »»» 

TSAAC  WEAVER  WAS  A  DESCENDANT  of  Henry  Weber  on  his 
father’s  side,  and  of  George  Weber  on  his  mother’s  side,  two  of 
the  four  brothers  who  emigrated  from  Switzerland  to  America  on  ac¬ 
count  of  religious  persecution. 

His  wife  Catharine  Witwer  was  a  descendant  of  Michael  Witwer, 
the  first  regularly  ordained  Deacon  in  the  Mennonite  congregation  at 
Weaverland,  called  “Webertahl”  at  that  time. 

Hans  Weber  died  in  Switzerland  about  1720,  his  four  sons,  John, 
Jacob  who  died  in  1787,  Henry  and  George,  emigrated  to  America  in 
1717  to  escape  religious  persecution,  all  four  brothers  were  members 
of  the  Mennonite  Church. 

They  arrived  first  in  the  Pequa  district  where  John  stayed,  but 
Jacob,  Henry  and  George  came  to  the  vicinity  of  Weaverland  about 
1721,  where  Henry  settled  on  a  tract  of  365  acres,  where  in  1924  Eli  W. 
Martin  owned  a  mill.  His  tract  lay  between  where  Frank  M.  and  Joseph 
M.  Weaver  live.  His  brother  Jacob  settled  where  Isaac  Nolt  now  lives, 
on  a  tract  of  750  acres,  and  George  settled  at  the  beautiful  spring  just 
east  of  where  they  afterward  built  their  meeting  house  and  school. 

The  meetinghouse  and  school  are  still  at  the  same  place,  being  built 
on  a  corner  of  land  of  David  Martin.  The  Martins  came  to  America 
about  1728.

Henry  Weber  was  married  to  Maudlin  Kendig.  She  was  a  daughter 
of  Jacob  Kendig,  and/  a  granddaughter  of  Martin  Kendig,  the  emigrant 
who  came  with  the  first  ship  load  of  Mennonites  to  arrive  at  Philadel¬ 
phia,  in  1710.  He  was  one  of  the  group  that  composed  the  first  colony  on 
the  Pequa,  under  the  leadership  of  Hans  Herr,  and  others. 

They  built  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Blue  Ball  run  some  time  between 
1721  and  1723.  He  died  at  the  early  age  of  55  years,  leaving  a  widow 
with  eight  children  to  manage  the  farm  of  365  acres,  the  two  only  sons 
being  nine  and  fourteen  years  old,  the  youngest  of  the  family  only  at¬ 
taining  the  age  of  21  in  1765.

George  Weber,  married  Barbara  (Good)  supposed. 

They  built  their  home  at  the  most  beautiful  place  convenient  to 
the  springs  on  his  land,  he  died  in  1772  as  marked  on  his  tombstone, 
in  the  old  graveyard  on  his  brother  Henry’s  tract,  also  confirmed  by 
his  last  will  on  record  at  Lancaster. 

His  wife  Barbara  lies  beside  him.  Her  grave  is  marked  B.  W.  1782. 
We  have  no  evidence  of  their  age  but  George  lived  over  twenty  years 
after  the  death  of  his  two  brothers,  so  it  is  thought  he  may  have  been 
the  youngest  of  the  three  brothers  who  lived  at  Weaverland.

Christian  Weber  was  born  in  Earl  Twp.,  Lane.,  Co.,  Pa.,  Dec.  25, 
1731,  on  Sept.  30,  1749  he  was  married  to  Magdalena  Rutt;  their  mar¬ 
ried  life  lasted  fifty-five  years;  and  he  was  a  widower  sixteen  years. 
He  was  a  faithful  member  of  the  Mennonite  Church,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  all  of  his  descendants  may  follow  his  footsteps.  He  died  of  weak¬ 
ness  incident  to  old  age  on  Feb.  13,  1820,  aged  88  years,  five  weeks  and 
two  days. 

To  this  union  were  born  eight  sons  and  five  daughters;  of  seven 
«ons  and  five  daughters  were  born  99  children,  188  grand-children,  and 
five  great-grandchildren;  the  entire  number  of  descendants  born  to  him 
and  to  his  descendants  during  his  lifetime  were  309. 

His  lifelong  friend,  one  of  his  nearest  neighbors,  Bishop  Henry 
Martin,  preached  his  funeral  sermon  from  the  text  Rev.  14:12-13.  The 
old  familiar  hymn,  in  the  old  German  hymn  book,  was  sung: —  “Mieni 
Sorgin,  Angst  und  Plagen,  Lauft,  Mit  Der  Zeit  Zum  Ende.”  (Translated 
from  an  old  German  obituary  printed  ^oon  after  his  death). 

After  the  death  of  his  father  Henry  Weber,  the  first,  in  1745,  when 
the  youngest  daughter,  Eva  Weber,  afterward  married  to  John  Wistler, 
reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  in  1765,  the  family  divided  the 
original  plantation  of  365  acres,  which  with  the  usual  allowances,  con¬ 
tained  over  four  hundred  acres,  into  two  tracts,  to  be  finally  taken  by 
the  two  sons,  and  Christian  and  his  wife,  and  their  family  were  allotted 
the  two  hundred  acres,  the  farm  seat  of  which  was  the  present  farm 
building  site,  owned  by  Christian  M.  Zimmerman.  The  other  farm  seat 
of  the  same  tract  is  now  owned  by  Henry  M.  Martin. 

Christian’s  oldest  son  Henry  Weber  was  the  second  Deacon  of  the 
Weaverland  congregation,  and  later  moved  to  Bowmansville.  His  neph¬ 
ew  John  Weber  was  ordained  to  succeed  him.  This  Deacon  John  Weber 
moved  to  Canada  in  1825,  and  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry 
there  in  1833. 

Christian’s  brother  Henry  Weber,  married  to  Veronica  Hershey, 
put  up  new  buildings  on  his  farm  in  1762,  and  four  of  his  grandsons 
moved  to  Canada  in  the  famous  white  covered  Conestoga  wagons.  Abra¬ 
ham  was  the  first  to  go  in  1807,  followed  by  Henry  in  1816,  he  was  later 
ordained  to  the  ministry  in  their  new  home.  Benjamin  followed  in  1817, 
and  Daniel  in  1819. 

Ann  Weber,  a  sister  of  Henry  and  Christian  was  married  to  John 
Carpenter.  She  was  the  grandmother  of  Jacob  Zimmerman  who  was 
ordained  Bishop  of  the  Weaverland  District  in  1815,  being  the  third 
Bishop  of  the  district.
